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TeasFots and Croam Jugs.

Binnge o say, the teapot s a wmodern in-
vontion. The ancients pever saw the tea plant,
nor tasted that deliclous beverage whioh “cheors
but not Inebrintes.” Among the remnins of
ancient Egﬂn ou will nnd plenty of earthen
jnrs once Hlled the pacred Nile; the mighty

ire ot Aziak bas still Its cmnn.rlv urns to
L J the oarthen-ware of Celtic peoples is con-
stantly coming to light; and Etruria, the long
vanishod bome and kingdom of the arts, pre-
serves to this day hor vases of rvo[; shape and
unrivalled beauty; but none of these extinot
nations pussessed that Jm‘mouﬂ tea pot which
overy hovel ln'fnglan can boast. The case
is not the same with the eream jug. The musewm
of Gregory XVI containy numerous vessels
which the Etruscans probably used for milk.
Viegl tells usof the palls in which the Lstin
Rul-anu carried their goat's milk to market at
aybreak; and every tender of the “Georglos” re-
members what pmins they took to render the
milk savory—how they fed the ewes on clover,
lotus, and salt herbs, that so they might drink
more water from the brooks, und yield more
coplous and tasty milk, having a pleasant smack
of salt, As to asscs’ milk, the Roman belles
vsed to bathe In Il as certamn Parlsiaus are spid
to do In champagne; and we may be quite sure
that those who knew the value of milk so well
had ‘no lack of elegant and costly jugs in whioh
to serve it,

Tea must wind up our breaklast, even if coffee
takes the precodence; it must tollow the late
dinner, and be served in every gentlewoman's
boudoir at five o'clock. To the Englistman it
scarcely comes nmiss at any hour. It is the
student's stimulant, the ionyvulid's medicloe; and
to the jone woman i her old ageit I8 more than
her spinning-wheel ever was, or her cat or her
canary ever can be, It attords '‘the nice voung
gevtlemun for a mu—[]:art_y" an admirable oppor-
tanity of tilapln]mr 18 alfectation, and erackin
his feeble joxes. It s the most social of a
beverages, and the already lmmense consump-
tion of it here is deeidedly on the incresse,

Although the Chinese send us their tes, we
are nol indebted to thewm for thelr teapots,
They have each a teacap, furnished with a lid,
in which the tes is muade separately, The leaf,
chopped up very smali nod slmost In powder, 18

ut into the cup in the quantity required. Then
Eul water is poured upon it, und the Rd replaced,
When it has stood a little time they stir it up
and drink it quite hot nud turoid, without sugar
and cream. It 18 a very different thiog from
ourten, baving n delicions flavor peouliar to the
climate. There can be no doubt that the exten-
sive use of the leal m this couniry has given a
great impulse to the ceramic art,

During long ages 1ts beauty and pertection luy
buried in BEfrusesn tombs, The Italinns first
raised it from the dust in _vhe lenrteenth cen-
tury, and Luca dells Robbia, usiufz glaze aud
coloring with his terra-cottas, produced the fa-
mous Majolida, The delicate art then moving
northward, torsook the Tosean factories, and
fixced ita home in the Mittle town of Favenee, in
France, Here and at Nevers, patronized by
Catharine de Medier, and improved by Bernard
Paligsy, it attpined bigh repmation; and its
produc ionsare well known to collectors of old
“‘ehifna” by the serpents, fish, and other crea-
tureés which eover their surace in reliel,

The manufacture of porcelain in Calna and
Jaypan had been common from the first century
of the Christian era, but it was not till 1518 that
the Portuguese imported it inte Europe, Fae-
tories followed ench other in rupud snccession in
France and England, but the articles produoced
cracked easily, and would not bear strong heat.
The first real porcelain was made at Melssen, on
the Elbe, in 1710, and, noder the name of Dres-
dén ehing, became known all over the world.,
Its patron, Augunstus 11, Elector of Baxony, was
commonly called the Porcelain King.,

The true Dresden teapots and cream jugs
have particular marks by which they may be
tested, urd #0 have those manufactured at the
Hague, Viennn, and Mayence. Sometimes the
mark 18 u shield, at others a wheel, now an
engle with the hind foor raised, and now a
etork standing on oune leg or flying with a frog
in {18 beak. The Berlin poreslain ranks next
after Diesden, but that of Sevres surpasses them

both,

Louis XV, in 1756, there tounded the great fac-
tory which has since become go eminent: and
about the same time the Worcester Poreelain
Works started as a Company, and Josiah Wedg-
wood, lke unother Prometheous, brought the fire
of genius into the Stattordshire potterieg, aud

ave new life to thewr clav.  The beautiiul green
anes, the banks and nooks, where wild flowers

blogsom, were the school in which he tirst
Jearned his art.
The berries in the hedgerows, the clinging

ivy, the traating tendrils ol the convolvulus, the
etrawberry’s luscious searlet, and nature’s own
exquigite commingling of colors, formed his
earliest lessons, his silent but daily teachers,
Forced by pain and disense to abandon the work
ot the thrower, ho turned, while still a vouth,
to the moulder’s beard, and there produced the
specimen known as “Wedgwood's tirst teapot,”
which is carefully preserved at *'Efruris,”

This little work was the beginning of a career
ol ceaseless netivity., The erippled hni' mkﬂdly
became sn eminent artist, a profound chemist in
relation to his art, a phi[onophinul thinker, and
s great industrial leader.  With self-culture
and on a system self-deviged, he moved onw.
from one success to anether., He converted
“‘agate-ware” Into imitation of porphyry, sold
knife-hafts and snuil-boxes of his own deslgn in
this ware tn his eighteenth year, and showed
extraordioary necurncy and taste in the early
Etrutisn eream-ware, which was afterwards to
attain in bis hands such lightness and perlect
linear harmony,

The tea-service of our day differs widely from
that of our ancestors, Whether made of Ohina-
ware or earthenware, it is more shapely and
beautiful. The old blue eastern designs, iu
which fruth was outraged and taste disregarded,
bhave passed away or linger only on cotirge
shelves,
